Between 1881 and 1924, more 
than 2 million Jews, mostly from 
the Russian Empire..left for the . 

By the 1930s, 
about 50,000 were li%'ing in the 
Midwest. Many were aitraacd by 
the prospect of forming, banned 
for Jews in Russia, Others wanted 
to escape ov ercr o wd ed dries on 
the East Coast. 

Visitors to the exhibit learn how 
to prepare gefilte fish, the tradi- 
tional Passover dish, a Lake 
Superior catch. Children can 
touch a cloth sack full of items 
that JcA^s brought to the prairie, 
including Sabbath candlesticks, 
smsing thimbles and soup ladles.

Monument after 10 years - and 
the tanks ore large, which could 
save thousands of dollars in emp- 
tying fees. - 

The reserve’s frugality with 
latrines is on indicator of most 
other expenses os welL lliough 
the park still plans a new visitors’ 


center and a campground with 
recreational vehidc hookups - 
“ihae areTJone here now'^il has 
piu on hold some other of the M7 
million plan’s feanires. 

At the time, the proposal 
marked 54.1 million for staff 
bousing.

SUN VALLEY (AP) — Since 
reports of mismanagement in its 
adopt^ program for wild horses 
and biuTos, the federal Bunmu of 
Land Mnnng m(»T>t has ti g h tened 
its adoption policies and devised 
better ways to keep trade of ani- 
mals, Director Pat Shea said 
Friday. 

'VIhm are no more in.tninf»x of 
lhass adoptions by BLM emplo^ 
>de$, obd the bureau now keeps 
better track of wild horses sent to 
slau^terhouses. Shea told a 
meeting of newsp a pe r publishers 
and editors gathered here far the 
73rd annual meeting of the Utah- 
Idobo-S^kone Associated Press 
Association. 

The AP reported in 1997 that 
thousands of horses hkd been 
slaughtered as pan of a coogres^ ' 
sionil program actually created 


the AP found. 

Martha Mendosa, the AP 
reporter who wrote the stories on 
the wild horse adoption p mgm m, 
joined Shea on a pwel to discuss 
the stories and their aftermath. 
Also on the panel were Jay 
SheBedy, editor of The Salt 1 jtf* 
Tribune and author of a study of 
the BLMs reaction to the stories, 
and Desind Schild, a reporter for 
the Idaho State JouxnoL Donald 
Black, managing editor of the 
Idaho State Journal, moderated 
the discussioo. 

Mendoza said she set out to 
determine three thing * about the 
wild horses and burros program: 
Were horses nnriinfl »»p at siaugb— - 
terbouses? Were wtas employees 
partidpating? And, wa? anyone 
profiting? 

She found that, while nothing 


employees had participated in 
the adoption program and that 
there were pr^ts to be realized 
by .selling toe animnU for slaugh- 
ter After pay^ a 5125 adoption 
fee and Imping the horse for a 
year, the owner could then sell 
the animal for about 5700 for 
slaughter. 

The meat from the slaughtered 
horses usually found its way to 
Europe or Asi^ where people ore 
more likely to eat horse meat 
than are consumers in the United 
States. 

Shellcdy, who was asked by 
Shea to examine the BLM’s 
response to the AP reports, said 
he found that the BlM geneially 
reacted defensively, often contro- 
dieting eridence in its own files.

The amount is 10,000 times 
below the established drinking 
water standard of 1.2 picocuries 
per liter. Energy Department 
ypr.lr»<Tn.-tn hhke Tolboc soid. 

The monitoring wells are near 
the K Basins, where 2.300 tons of 
spent nuclear fuel is stored in 
concrete pools of water, 400 
j-ards froth the Colurolna River. 

The groundwater beneath the 
K p.'iriTK was contaminated when 
Hanford was still processing the 
fuel to recover plutonium and 
uranium. Overflow water from 
the pools was discharged directly 
into the soU and the aquifer \*ia 
an injecdon welL 

The pools, which were' 
designed as fuel cooling baSins 
for the defuna K Reaaors, also 
have leaked of gallons of 

radioactive water.

“I abouldn't have covered the 
diamond queen in dummy at trick 
one," confessed a repentant 
South. 

-*Tbat would have been bettor," - 
agreed East, "but It would not 
have helped.” in a tactful 
change of subject, he asked. 
"What do wo go for at five 
hearts?" 

West led his singleton diamond 
queen, and South covered impul- 
sively ^th dummy's king. East 
won his ace and returned his dia- 
mond 10 (suit preference), South 
covering and West ruffing. Back 
came the heart queen to East’s 
ace, and East cashed his diamond 
nine for the setting trick. 

Would it have changed matters 
bad dummy not covered West's 
diamond queen? No, it would not 
have. After the diamond queen 
bolds, East will win West’s neart 
shift and play ace and another di- 
amond tor the same result. 

After winning bis diamond 
queen, should West shift to the 
heart king or to bis queen? It 
shouldn’t matter, but the queen is 
preferable. If West leads the king. 
East should overtake anyway. 
Since West’s weak two-bid 
promised a six-card suit, the de- 
fenders are due only one heart 
— tricfcrAfler East’s overtake, the — 
ace and another diamond net one 
down. 

What’s the penalty at five 
hearts? Barring a defensive slip, 
West must lose one spade and 
three dubs for a phantom sacri- 
fice of 300 points. But only a tact- 
ful and merdhil East will switch 
the subject to imaginary sacri- 
fices against a game he has al- 
ready defeated.
